Doctors had since been preparing him for 
..the operation, originally scheduled to be per- 
■' Toraedifl Panama. 

For the past five days they have worked at 
lowering his temperature and gathering the 
'"15 liters (33 pints) of the ex-Shah’s 
' B-negative blood group needed for the oper- 
'/ atitm. The group is rare in Egypt 
/ The operation was performed at die 
dosely-guarded Maadi military hospital out- 
side Cairo. The hospital, built in I960, is one 


of the best equipped in the Middle East, and 
handled large numbers of critically injured 
soldiers from the 1967 and 1973 Middle East 
wars. 

The ex- Shah’s wife has been constantly at 
his side since their arrival on Monday. 
According to Egyptian press reports, she 
urged that the operation be carried out 
quickly once she was told it was the only way 
of saving her husband’s life. 

Egyptian surgeons have considerable 
experience in removing spleens. The 
debilitating parasitic disease Bilharria car- 
ried by water snails is rife in the Nile valley 
and frequently so enlarges the spleen it has to 
be removed. 

Debakey arrived here from Houston, 
Texas on Wednesday at the head of a sax- 
member U.S. medical team to join Egyptian 
and French doctors already on the spot. He 
brought with him medical equipment and 
blood plasma. 

; October magazine said Saturday President 
Jimmy Carter phoned Sadat about the Shah’s 
visit here.

100 government troops killed 


'■ ISLAMABAD, March 29 ( AP) — Afghan 
freedom fighters have inflicted heavy casual- 
ties on Afghan government troops in the 
northeastern province of Kunar. dose to the 
Pakistani border, a spokesman for the Islamic 
. Party said Saturday. 

The spokesman of the Afghan group said 
the Mujahideen have killed 1 00 Afghan gov- 
ernment troops, after 12 hours of fighting at 
Ganjal in Kunar province. 

- He said at Peshawar, 160 km northwest of 
' Islamabad, Afghan troops, supported by 
' tanks and air cover, earlier attacked a Muslim 
' position at Ganjal. But. he added, the 
Mujahideen “fought back gallantrily and 
L’repubed die attack." 

, . . The spokesman also said the Mujahideen 
I intercepted four army vehicles near Basawol 
in the northeastern Nangrahar province and 
r : Jutted four Soviet advisers. He said the Mus- 
■fensaho captured eight army transport buses 
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and set them an fire near Sarkimdo town. 

All shopkeepers in Kandahar province tin 
southeastern Afg hanis tan, die spokeman 
said, are continuing their protest against the 
Soviet occupation of Af ghanistan by closing 
down their shops. 

Meanwhile, fierce anti- Russian activity, 
including bloody ambushes and the burning 
of government buildings, has been reported 
in Afghanistan’ s northern Kunduz province, 
which borders the Soviet Union. 

The violence in the countryside, described 
Friday in a report from a Kabul source that 
has proved reliable in the past, contrasted to 
the tense quiet in the Afghan capital itself. 
The Soviet troops and tanks who entered 
Afg hanistan in late December have tried to 
seal Kabul off from the rest of the country 
following a week of anti-Soviet protests in die 
capital last month that left hundreds of per- 
sons dead. 

According to the report reaching New 
Delhi, 7,000 insurgents virtually took control 
over Kunduz city after setting fire to several 
schools, government offices, textile mills and 
vegetable oil_factories March 19. 

The Muslims estimated that 30 Soviets 
were killed and a dozen were missing and 
more than 200 Afghan soldiers and police- 
men were killed as a result of strikes in the 
past two weeks in Kunduz and BaghJan, the 
capital of Baghlaa province. There was no 
word of Muslim losses. 

Aden minister

WASHINGTON, March 29 — United 
States policy in the Gulf must be built on a 
“cooperative security framework" and 
can not rest on “one-track solution”, a 
senior State Department official has told a 
Congressional panel reviewing the “Car- 
ter Doctrine." 

“No single American response will 
meet the challenges in the region,” Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Harold H. Saun- 
ders said in testimony here earlier this 
week. 

“ U.S. policy must include four elements 
of U.S. power — diplomatic, economic, 
political anrf mili tary " Saunders told the 
memebis of the House Europe and M3<£- 
dle East Subcommittee. 

Saunders admitted that the Gulf- Indian 
Ocean area has become a sharper focus of 
U.S. policy since the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan in December. 

But he denied that U.S. interest in the 
area are short-term. “U.S. policy will 
require an intensified effort over time," 
which the assistant secretary said, “will 
farther expand and deepen our role in the 
region.” 

The region will remain a central part of 
U.S. policy malting because “more signif- 
icant American interests come together in 
this part of the world than in any other 
area of the developing world today,” 
Saunders emphasized to the subcommit- 
tee which is holding hearings on U.S. pol- 
icy toward the “Gulf, Southwest Aria and 

Turkey okays 
NATO bases 

ANAKARA, March 29 (R) — Turkey and 
the United States signed an agreement 
Saturday allowing NATO continued use of 
vital intelligence gathering and military bases 
in this country. 

Under the agreement, NATO will be 
allowed to use five major bases and seven 
major installations which are vital monitoring; 
bases near tire Black Sea facing the Soviet 
Union and intelligence gathering near south- 
ern Diyarbakir, 

Meanwhile, two Western economic offi- 
cials said Friday the postponement^ an aid 
package for Turkey did not mean a lessoning 
commitment on the part of the donor coun- 
tries. 

Emil Van Lennep, Secretary General of 
the Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD) and West Ger- 
man Finance Minister Hans Matthoefer told 
a press conference that Turkey would receive 
Western economic .help in the coming 
months. 

A “pledging conference” of the OECD 
nations held in Paris earlier this week was 
postponed to April 1 5 with no decision made 
on a total amount of credits involved. 

Canada and Japan were undecided as to 
their final commitments and the OIjCD 
nations had wanted to act in unity in pledging 
a total amount when all member govern- 
ments felt themselves ready, Van. Lennep 
said. 


Indian Ocean area.” 

The State Departments Middle East 
expert said the principal elements of the 
administration’s response to the Soviet 
challenge in the region are in place or in 
the process of being put in place. 

But he said “develop in g and maintain- 
ing that position will require sustained 
effort in cooperation both with the gov- 
ernments of the region and with other 
world governments." 

While Saunders told the panel that the 
United States cannot be certain about the 
exact nature of Soviet intentions in 
Afghanistan, be said the U.S. “must take 
seriously the possibility of further Soviet 
moves." 

The assistant secretary also termed as 
“dangerous developments” the Soviet 
presence in South Yemen, the growing' 
strength of the Communist Tudeh party in 
Iran and the Soviet support to other gov- 
ernments and “liberation or ganiza tion^ 1 
in the area but said it is not easy to charac- 
terize them because the "exact nature of 
the Soviet involvement may not be dear." 

“The issue is not whether the Soviets 
control these governments, but whether 
the Soviets have positioned themselves to 
take advantage for their own purposes of 
situations in which the interests of both 
parties, coincided he elaborated. 

Cautioning against ‘‘one-track solu- 
tions 1 * to confront Soviet intentions 
toward the Gulf, Saunders said the United 
States mustbe "conscious of the need to 
build our approach to the complex issue of 


this region on a solid strategic founda- 
tion.” 

This foundation the State Department 
official said must include: 

— a strong U.S. economy, less depen- 
dent on foreign ofl. 

— a vital Western alliance 

— increased military capacity to project 
strength into the region. 

— a national will to resolve the Arab- 
Israeb conflict 

— a willingness to commit U.S. 
resources to promote the survival ‘and 
independence of governments in the area. 

Only by puffing these “strands" 
together into a “coherent strategy" can 
the U.S. work dosely with the nations in 
die region to overcome?’ aggression, rep- 
ression and chaos,” Saunders continued. 

Speaking to allay concerns voiced in the 
Arab world that the Middle East has 
become a pawn to be traded by or divided 
between the two superpowers, Saunders 
emphasized: “We seek no special advan- 
tage for ourselves.” 

“The U.S. seeks constructive relation- 
ship with die nations in the area in the 
preservation of their own independence,” 
he added. 

Addressing the Arab- Israeli conflict. 
Saunders admitted ..that the unresolved 
Palestinian problem is a factor in the 
future stability of die region and “repres- 
ents a cause that can ignite unrest in the 
Arab states and popular feeling in die 
Islamic and Third World states.”

Europe ponders Palestine in U.N.

WASHINGTON. March 29- The Western 
European countries on the UN. Security 
Council are . trying to decide this weekend 
whether to oppose the United States and 
throw their support behind a proposed coun- 
cil resolution endorsing Palestinian self- 
determination and statehood. U.N. sources 
said Friday. 

. The Carter administration, citing the sen- 
sitivity of its continuing Palestinian auton- 
omy talks, is trying to keep die Western allies 
from supporting the new resolution, which 
has been drafted by the Arab states and 
approved by the UN’s Committee on Pales- 
tinian Rights. 

The resolution is expected to go before the 
Security Council on Monday, sources said. 

Some European states have already 
decided to back the resolution, but others are 
hesitating, because of appeals from the 
United States. 

The Carter administration has asked its 
European allies to wait at least until after die 
May 26 deadline for the autonomy negotia- 
tions before embarking on a new initiative to 
solve the Palestinian problem, according to 
the sources. 

The Western European states support die 
spirit of the proposed resolution, diplomats 
said, and agree that the Security Council 
should eventually come to grips with die 


Palestinian issue. 

But some. European countries, anxious tc 
avoid a head-on conflict with die United 
States, are inclined to give the Carter 
adminis tration a chance to achieve a breakt- 
hrough on the Palestinian problem before 
talcin g the matter to the Seairity Council. 

Butnow that the U.S. y ’escribing May 26 
not 'as a deadline but as a “target irate?* — 
implying the U.S. would continue its peace 
efforts even if nothing- was* achieved by that 
date— the Europeans axe beginning to weigh 
the possibility of proceeding anyway with 
UN- action, regardless, of American pleas. 

One weH-plaCed UN. diplomat said this 
weekend “is particularly crucial” for die 
peace process, since by Monday the Euro- 
peans win have derided either to take the 
lead on the Palestinian problem or to back off 
and allow die U.S. to continue its efforts. 

The United States is expected to veto the 
UN. resolution on Palestinian rights if it 
comes to a vote in die Security Council. 

The resolution, which supplements UN. 
Resolution 242, recognizes the Palestinians’ 
right to self-d etermination and a sovereign, 
independent state.

Arafat

NEW DELHI, March 29 (R) — Yasser 
Arafat. leader of the Palestinian Liberation 
I Organization confirmed Saturday that 
Afghanistan had asked him to mediate bet- 
ween Kabul and Iran, which backs Muslims 
fighting the Soviet-backed Afghan govern- 
ment. 

Arafat, addressing a press conference on 
the second day of three-day official visit here, 
was asked to comment on a report in the 
Beirut newspaper As So/ir this week that the 
Kabul government of Babrak Karma! had 
made such a request. 

The PLO leader confirmed the report, say- 
ing die request had been passed on to him by 
the PLO representative among a group of 
international lawyers who visited Afghanis- 
tan earlier this month. 

Asked whether he supported Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s view that Soviet troops should be with- 
drawn from Afghanistan Arafat said they did 
not discuss the question of withdrawal. 

But he said he supported diplomatic steps 
taken by India to settle the Afghan question. 

. "We look to our Soviet friends through this 
angle,” he said. Asked if he was concerned 
about the situation of Muslims in Afghanis- 
tan, Arafat said he wonders “why the Ameri- 
cans should be so concerned about Islam in 
Afghanistan when they were against the 
Ayatollah in Iran.” 

On the question of President Anwar Sadat 
giving the ex-Shah of Iran asylum in Egypt. 
Mr. Arafat painted to demonstrations by 
Egyptians against the former monarch when 
he arrived in Cairo. “We do not forget that 
the Shah was an ally of the Israelis and a 
friend to the U.S.” Arafat said. 

170 arrested 
in India riot 

CALCUTTA, March 29 ( AP) — At least 
24 policemen were injured and more than 
170 persons were: arrested after violent 
dashes Saturday between stone- hurling sup- 
porters of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi and 
dub swinging policemen in the eastern India 
state of West Bengal. 

It was the sixth straight day of protests by 
pro-Gandhi demonstrators protesting 
alleged violence against linguistic minorities 
in neighboring Assam state.

It is quite common to select a woman as 
a life-long partner for her charm and - 
beauty, as it is not unco mm on to choose 
her for reasons of wealth.

She placed herself before the scalpel of 
a surgeon and asked him to remove a pre- 
dous part of her body without demanding 
anything in return, not even a word erf 
thanks. 

The man regained his life. But, with it, 
he also got a new love producing a violent 
jolt to his consdence. Eventually he 
travelled to a small house crouched in the 
comer of a narrow lane, where he found 
the person who made the sacrifice with- 
out any ulterior motive. 

He asked for her hand in marriage since 
his conscience told him that one who 
makes a valuable sacrifice ought to be 
redeemed with something still more pre- 
rious.

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N’Djamena fighting 
continues unabated 


PARIS, March 29 (Agencies) — Rival 
guerrilla armies fighting a civil war in 
NT Djamena. capital of Chad, ignored a cease- 
fire request at dawn Saturday to evacuate 
casualties, and combat continued unabated. 

according to reports reaching Paris. 

On Friday the two main rivals. President 
Goukouni Oueddei and Defense Minister 
Hissene Habre. agreed to a request by the 
International Red Cross for a 48-hour truce 
during which wounded people said to number 
thousands could be evacuated. 

But reports reaching France said barrages 
of mortar and cannon fire accompanied by 
machine gun bursts were unleashed at dawn 
as has been the case every day for the past 
week. 

A grave food and water shortage was said 
to be developing in N’Djamena. Further- 
more. the capital's main hospital was seen 


likely to be closed because of three shells that 
fell on its roof and failed to explode. ‘ 

Tens of thousands of N 1 Djamena residents 
have fled across the Chari river into neighbor- 
ing Cameroon. 

Several agreed ceasefires have come and 
gone without an easing in the fighting during 
the week-long battle. 

French officials said hundreds of people 
had been killed and wounded since the fight- 
ing broke out between forces loyal to Presi- 
dent Goukouni and those supporting Hissene 
Habre. 

They said the confusion and carnage in the 
dty made it impossible to give a more exact 
estimate of the casualties. 

French President Valeiy Giscard d* Estaing 
repeated Friday that the 1 .100-strong French 
garrison in the former colony would not 
intervene in the fighting.

Sadat to visit U.S. April 7 


WASHINGTON, March 29 (R) - Egyp- 
tian President Anwar Sadat will arrive in 
Washington on April 7 for talks with Presi- 
dent Carter on problems in Egyptian- Israeli 
negotiations for Palestinian autonomy on the 
West Bank and in the Gaza Strip, the White 
House said Friday. 

Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin will 
arrive in New York on April 14 and fly to 
Washington the next day for talks with Car- 
ter. 

The separate visits by the two leaders were 
previously announced by the White House. 

Sadat will leave Washington on April 10 
and Begin on April 16, it said. 

Meanwhile. U.S. government officials said 
Friday they would try to anange another date 
for a visit by Jordan’ s King Hussein, who has 
turned down an invitation to come to 


Washington next month. 

Hussein had been invited to visit Washing- 
ton on April 7. Shortly after the king had 
been invited, the White House announced 
that Begin and Sadat would make separate 
visits in April. 

According to local press reports King Hus- 
sein rejected the invitation because he did not 
want to appear involved in the autonomy 
talks, which are being boycotted by the Pales- 
tinians. 

The Jordanian government said that King 
Hussein would not be able to visit Washing- 
ton in April because of a pressing domestic 
and international agenda. 

U.S. State Department officials said they 
would try to reach agreement on a new date 
for the long! 1 s visit. 


PFLP leader links Mideast peace 
to eliminating ‘cancerous’ Israel 


BEIRUT, March 29 (R) — Palestinian 
commando leader George Habash. predict- 
ing steadily increasing violence in Israel, has 
declared there could be no peace in the Mid- 
dle East until the "cancerous presence" of 
the Jewish state was erased. 

In an interview with Reuters Friday. Hab- 
ash said his Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine (PFLP) would accept an inde- 
pendent state on the West Bank of the River 
Jordan and the Gaza Strip — provided it 
served as a base for continued efforts to dis- 
mantle Israel. 

The PFLP leaders tough language con- 
trasted sharply with conciliatory statements 
by Palestine Liberation Organization ( PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat, who has led an 
increasingly successful diplomatic campaign 
for recognition in the West. 

"... Because some Palestinian leaders are 
saying that nobody wants to destroy Israel. I 
want to say that the only way for peace in this 
part of the world (the Middle East) is to erase 
completely the cancerous presence of Zion- 


ism " be said. 

One of the biggest of the eight commando 
groups under the umbrella of the PLO, the 
PFLP was response ble for a series of spectacu- 
lar acts of violence and hijacking in the late 
1960s and early 1970s. It has now abandoned 
hijackings. 

In an interview with an Austrian news- 
paper on Tuesday. Arafat was quoted as say- 
ing he did not want the destruction of Israel 
but had to fight for an independent Palesti- 
nian state. PLO moderates are vague on what 
would happen after its establishment. 

"A mini-state with no recognition, with no 
peace ( with Israel). , a mini-state from where 
we can continue our fight for a democratic 
secular Palestine is okay for us," Habash said. 

Commenting on recent European calls for 
Palestinian self- determination, a result of 
Arafat's diplomatic drive, . Habash said 
Western Europe was welcome to help the 
Palestinians in their long struggle for a state. 
“But if they want to help up on condition that 
we recognize Israel, we do not want their 
help." 


Queen Nur gives birth to a boy 


AMMAN. March 29 ( AP) — Queen Nur 
nf Jordan gave birth to a baby boy in Amman 
Saturday, the Royal Palace announced. 

The 28-year-old queen formerly Liza 
Najib Halabi, a Princeton graduate, and her

.nter. according to the announcement. 


King Hussein named the boy Hhmzah, 
after the Prophet Muhammad's unde. 

The new prince of the Hashimite dynasty is 
Hussein's nineth child.

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Despite Moroccan setback 

Sahara power balance unchanged 


SUNDAY, MARCH 36, I960

LONDON. March 29 (OFNS) — The 
defeat suffered by Moroccan troops in the 
Tigfert Plain, to the southwest of the 
Ouarkziz mountain range, does not fun- 
damentally change the strategic balance of 
power between the Polisario and Morocco 
nor the character of the four-year war they 
have been fighting for control of the 
Western Sahara. 

The site of the battle is about 100 miles 
west- north west of the Polisario' s bases 
□ear Tindouf in the extreme southwest 
comer of Algeria. That is about die same 
distance as Sonars, the third- largest town 
in the Western Sahara where last October 
the Moroccans with the help of French 
Mirage aircraft successfully beat off a 
Polisario force of some 5,000 men, the 
biggest they had ever put into the field. 

Sinara's equivalent in southern 
Morocco is Zaag . a small garrison town 
about 60 miles from Undouf. Last 
August, the Polisario drove the Moroc- 
cans out of a smaller base nearby, at 
Lebouirage but despite repeated attacks 
have not dislodged them from Zaag 
though they have effectively cut it off from 
all land-based communication. 

If Zaag were to fall it would represent 
an even greater victory for the Polisario, 
but it would still leave them masters of 
only vast tracts of desert, stretching from 
the Guelta Zemmour mountains halfway 
down die Western Sahara to the Ouarkziz 
range, and just beyond that the Anti Adas 
mountains in southern Morocco. Beyopd 
these, in the south are the heavily fortified 
towns of Sinara. HI Ayoun, Bu Craa 
(where the Saharan phosphate mines are) 
and Dakhia. 

To the north, in Morocco itself, the 
populated areas are well protected by 


those mountain ranges. To reach 
Gou limine for example the starting point 
for the old trans-Sahara camel caravans 
which lies about halfway between Agadir 
in the north and El Ayoun in the south, the 
Polisario would have to force a passage 
across the Ouarkziz mountains, across the 
Draa plain and through the foothills of the 
Anti Atlas. 

The battle lines are thus clearly drawn 
and make a mockery of the arbitrary 
boundaries inherited from colonialism 
between Morocco. Algeria, Mauritania 
and the Western Sahara. All the-coasdine 
and every important post within striking 
distance of it is firmly in Moroccan hands. 

Everywhere else die Polisario have 
shown time and time again that they can 
move virtually at will. For the Moroccans, 
it is like trying to control continuously vast 
tracts of sea. 

To show the flag, more than anything 
else. King Hassau seat off a special 5.000 
force of crack troops from Marakesh last 
October to move down to El Ayoun and 
sweep through the northern part of the 
Western Sahara. 

By the end of the year, they had done 
this with little opposition. Half the force 
then moved down to the southern part of 
the Western Sahara, while the other half 
returned north to the base at Tan-tan to 
join up with a force of raw recruits to carry 
out a similar operation in southern 
Morocco. 

It was this force which the Polisario 
ambushed. The new recruits were in the 
vanguard, and panicked throwing the 
main force into confusion. Instead of 
retreating to regroup at Tan- tan the 
Moroccans pushed on to tiy and join up 
with tile column from Zaag. But the 
Polisario showed once again that, when it 
comes to desert maneuvers they can out- 
wit the Moroccans whenever thev choose. 


Egypt-Israel 
normalization 
is transient, 
Numeiri says 

BEIRUT, March 29 (R) — Sudanese Pres- 
ident Jaafar Numeiri has said that he believed 
the normalization of Egyptian-Israeli rela- 
tions was transient and that a visit to Cairo 
was out of the question. 

In an interview with the Paris-based 
Arabic-Ianguage weekly magazine Al - 
Mostakbal, Numeiri said: “Maintaining ties 
between Sudan and Egypt does not mean we 
support normalization but is due to my belief 
that the matter is transient and will not con- 
tinue." 

" We in the Sudan consider our security as 
part of tfa e Arabs’ and as long as the Palestine 
question is unsolved and Jerusalem is under 
Israeli domination the danger will remain 
he said. 

Sudan had originally backed Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat, but subsequently

relations between the two countries became 
lukewarm. 

Commenting mi press reports that he 
might visit Egypt, Numeiri said “Such a visit is 
almost impossible for several reasons, includ- 
ing that we are against normal izationand 
have already withdrawn our ambassador in 
Cairo wfcile Egypt recalled its envoy in Khar- 
toum. Reports that I will visit Cairo are’ 
unfounded and the trip will not takeplace.” 


Israel arrests 30 Palestinians 


TEL AVIV, March 29 (R) — Israeli police 
Friday arrested 30 Palestinian youths and 
broke up an anti-Israeli rally hete-after milit- 
ary authorities banned Palestinian leaders 
from joining a protest prayer session in die 
West Bank town of Hebron. The rally had 
been called to protest against Israel's plan to 
settle Jews in Arab Hebron. 

Police moved in when some people started 
to shout anti-Israeli slogans and caused a dis- 
turbance, police sour ces claimed. 

Some of the 200 people at the rally carried 
-Palestinian flags and placards with inscrip- 
tions opposing Jewish settlements in Israeli- 
occupied Arab territories, the sources said. 
Among those present was Hebron Mayor 
Fahd Kawasmeh. 


Earlier. Israeli military authorities barred 
West Bank mayors and other leaders from 
joining a prayer session at Hebron’s sacred 
cave of the patriarchs in protest against the 
government’s derision on Sunday to set up 
two Jewish institutions in die town.

The quiet, reserved Pironi, 28, who lives in 
Paris, set the fastest lap speed of 1473 kph 
and a time of one minute 19305 seconds 
Friday over this course of 2.4 kilometers.

Asked about evidence that American 
equipment was still being used in preparing 
Games sites, Novikov said: 

“We have very good relations with die 
United States Olympic Committee, and with 
many U.S. companies. We are not facing any 
problems with equipment that will muy us 
any difficulties in staging the Games.” 

National Olympic committees have until 
May 24 formally to accept or decline the 
Soviet invitation. They may stay away with- 
out facing future Olympic penalties if they 
meet these procedures. 


Mrs. Berlioux said three NOCs, Albania, 
Malawi and Saudi Arabia, declined invita- 
tions last October before the Afghanistan 
crisis.

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CARTER AND JEWISH VOTE 


President Cartel's defeat in the New York primaries was 
the resuit of the Jewish vote in the state — where Jewish voters 
account for 30 per cent of the Democratic vote — going 
wholesale to Senator Edward Kennedy. The senator also 
seems to have attracted both the black and the Catholic vote. 

The Israeli press was quick to capitalize on the result. It is 
at the moment making overt threats to the candidates in the 
American presidential elections. The Jewish vote, it is telling 
them, is the key to success. To go against the wishes of Israel 
and the American Jewish community is to go into political 
oblivion. 

This is of course patent nonsense important though the 
Jewish vote is. For it is not only the Jews who behave like a 
more or less coherent electoral force. There is such a thing as 
the black vote and the Catholic vote, each of which is much 
bigger than what the Zionist lobby could command. 

Indeed, had Carter’s problem been only the alienation of 
the Jewish vote, the damage to his campaign would have been 
much more limited. The real harm was caused by the black 
vote proving still loyal to the Kennedy name, with its long 
standing association with the issue of civil rights. In addition to 
this, the Catholic vote appeared to stay with Kennedy. 

Carter's chances were further harmed by his recently 
published austerity measures, as well as by his inability to 
campaign in the state. He had pleaded presidential preoccupa- 
tion with the problems of the hostages in Tehran, the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan, and the precarious state of the 
economy. 

The danger is that the incumbent might simplify the 
lesson of his New York land Connecticut) defeats to that of 
the need to regain the confidence of the Jewish vote.

Israel’s faceless manipulators

When leaders of the Jewish communities of EEC 
countries met in London last week under the chair- 
manship of Greville Janner MJ., the Zionist presi- 
dent of the British Board of Deputies, their action 
was seen by most independent observers as a 
belated attempt to counteract the growing wave of 
support in the West for the cause of Palestinian 
self-determination. On the face of it their reaction is 
at first seen as a direct response to the recent Sec- 
urity Coundi resolution condemning Israeli settle- 
ments in Sinai and the West Bank and the decision 
of the Austrian government to grant special dip- 
lomatic status to the Palestinian Liberation Organ- 
ization in Vienna. 

What is of even greater concern to a large section 
— though by no means all — of European Jewry, 
following the Austrian government' s proposal, was 
to also then learn that the political committee of the 
Coundi of Europe ahd met a PLO delegation in 
Paris and that a full report on the Middle East was 
being prepared for die coundrs parliamentary 
assembly in Strasbourg next month. 

As they see it, these latest developments in West- 
ern Europe and America are the first real omnious 
indications that the polities of Yasser Arafat over 
the last two years are now beginning to bear fruit, 
thus effectively isolating Israel from many of its 
traditional friends and supporters. 

Israefs immediate response has been that a call 
has gone out from Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
to all world Jewish institutions to bring all pressure 
to beat to assert their influence with political and 
business establishments of their respective coun- 
tries to try to halt the drift of Western opinion 
toward support for the creation of an independent 
Palestinian state. 

Nor would it be wise for anyone to underestimate 
the immense insidious power and influence that can 
be exercised by these organizations. Such weB- 
ogranized religious and ethnic pressure groups can. 
and very often do, play an important part in for- 
mulating policies of political parties in Western 
democracies, who are subject to the shifting whims 
and vagaries of the voters at periodic elections. 

Often these minority groupings — like especially 
die Jews in the United States and Britain — can 
wield a power and influence out of all proportion to 
their size or role in the community. ( Witnessed, for 
example, by the volte-face of President Carter over 
his U.N. representative's vote on the West Bank 
settlements in the Security Council!) 

Throughout Europe and most of the Western 
world these same behind-the-scenes forces are at 
work, exerting their pressures to shape and fashion 
the polities of governments and parties to their own 
liking. But how realistic would be the true threat to 
any really determined political leaders are these 
faceless manipulators? 

Well, certainly not anywhere near what they 
would personally imagine. It is a simple fact, for 
instance, that taking North America alone the 
entire Jewish vote in the United States that causes 
President Carter such great anxieties, which is esti- 
mated to consist of not more than 7 per cent of the 
total electorate (eligible to vote) of nearly 200 mil- 
lion. It is impossible to believe that such a minority 
of voters could in any way materially affect the 


results of nationwide ballots. 

On the other hand it is perfectly true that in some 
dries such as New York, where whole districts such 
as The Bronx and Brooklyn have taken over the 
role of the Old World ghettoes of Warsaw and 
Minsk, only a Jewish party political candidate could 
ever hope to be elected. And they are elected 
because of their Jewishness and not for any specific 
political ideology. 

In Britain, France and Germany — particularly 
Germany — much the same practice prevails. With 
large Jewish eucaives established in most of the 
major cities of these countries, usually centered 
within w alking distance of the principal synagogues, 
their compactness forms effective voting units for 
electoral purposes. Though taken within file overall 
national projection of the voting population their 
influence and representation are limited. Indeed, 
left on their own, in none of the countries men- 
tioned could the “Jewish vote" have any real impact 
on normal election results. 

So, you may welt ask, how is this minority influ- 
ence so effective? So effective as to make the presi- 
dent of the most powerful nation in the free world 
risk destroying total credibility of his government in 
the eyes of its friends and allies? 

The answer is threefold; money, organization 
and the exploitation of weaknesses in the democra- 
tic institutions. The first goes hand- in- hand wi tb the 
last and organization is the hand-servant of them 
both. 

For Carter at die present time his overriding con- 
cern is to obtain the Democratic nomination to 
enable him to run for a second term in office; once 
the nomination is secure he has then to win the 
election against his Republican opponent, whoever 
that may be. To win such an election — for both 
party candidates — with ail of the ra z zama t az and 
hullabaloo of modern electioneering requires vast 
sums of money. (It has been estimated that die total 
cost of Cartel's last campaign to reach the White 
House topped more than $ 9 million, give or take a 
dime.) 

Even with all the dollars and cents raised by the 
party faithful at $ 100 a place dinners and special 
benefit shows and concerts their efforts could 
scarcely put a dent in such a large sum . So out go the 
fund-raising party organizers with their begging 
bowls to knock on the door^ of the only people in 
the country with that kind of money — die big 
industrial corporations and commercial business 
houses. 

Whereas there are only 7 out of a 100 Jewish 
voters on the electoral rolls that figure becomes 
nearer 1 in 10 of the principal owners and control- 
lers of American industry, banks and investment 
houses. Without their approval no aspiring national 
politician could possibly hope to gain the financial 
backing to send him to Washington. 

These, then, are Israel's" faceless manipulators". 
Unseen, unheard and largely unkn own to the aver- 
age voter, it is the money they control that oils the 
wheels of much of the Western democratic system. 
As much in Europe as in the United States. 

Only with the world energy crisis are we now 
beginning to see a few courageous spirits strug gling 
to break out of this invisible web. 


India’s caste violence rising

CALCUTTA — 

India's newly confident Harijan Untouchables 
were taught a grim lesson last month when upper 
caste Hindus laid siege to a Bihar village, burnt 
down huts and hayricks, slaughtered cattle and 
murdered 14 people. 

A small vigilante patrol mounted by the villagers 
of Pipra was surprised by gunmen. As the unarmed 
Harijans fled to warn their families, the village was 
surrounded by at least 500 hired killers armed with 
-303 rifles and flaming balls of cotton soaked in 
kerosine. 

They reduced to dndeis 30 huts of the Cha mar 
(the lowest- bom Harijan community of leather 
workers) and their inhabitants were gunned down 
as they fled. Their bodies were tossed into the 
flames with cattle that were roasted alive. 

Pipra's entire population might have been wiped 
out if the invaders had not run out of ammunition 
four hours later. 

Butdiery is not uncommon in Bihar. Thirteen 
damars were killed in a similar fashion in 1977 
and 12 Harijans were murdered in early February. 
Violence against Harijans intensified under Janata, 
when Morarji Desafs party relied on high-caste 
Hindus to mobilize votes and money. 

Since the state is now ruled directly by New 
Delhi, Mis. Indira Gandhi's government must be 
blamed for not anticipating this third outbreak of 
vicious caste warfare in as many weeks. Last 
month's violence was followed two days later by a 
bomb anack on another Untouchable village in 
Bihar. 

This aggression represents orthodoxy's last 
stand. Traditional society is under severe challenge 
from 90 million Harijans who are no longer pre- 
pared to submit to prejudice and persecution. The 
frenzied reaction has been described as the “death 
dance” of high-caste Hindus, 

Mrs. GandhT s land ownership legislation which 
favors the tifler, liberal rules on agricultural wages, 
and laws against discrimination have emboldened 
society’s outcasts. They have also invited wanton 


reprisals from landlords who see their ancient 
privileges slipping away. 

Pipra's Chamars complained to the law courts 
that rich Hindus are ignoring the rights of cul- 
tivators. They also demanded the minimum daily 
wage of about 60 cents prescribed for field hands, 
refusing to accept 1.5 kilograms of wheat per day in 
lieu of cash. 

They resisted when the dashing young brother of 
the local landowner, Bhola Singh, insisted on exer- 
cising his droit de seigneur over Chamar women. 
The women he had singled out for bis attentions but 
would not dream of marrying was packed off to a 
distant village. Bhola Singh, who headed an armed 
band set up to fight rebellious peasants, was mur- 
dered. 

Bihar’s nearly nine million Harijans are in the 
forefront of resistance. Convinced that only armed 
revolution could achieve human rights, many 
became Marxist- Leninist guerrillas four or five 
years ago. Sixteen Harijan Naxalites were then shot 
dead near Pipra. 

Less militant Untouchables also feel that direct 
action offers the only remedy. India's police, dvfl 
service and judiciary are weighted with too many 
high-caste Hindus to inspire confidence in a pre- 
judiced administration that disregards Mis. Gan- 
dhi* s promises. 

Dissatisfied with the slow pace at reforms, Hari- 
jans are increasingly taking the law into their own 
hands. The success that often crowns assertiveness 
was into their own hands. The success that often 
crowns assertiveness waf demonstrated recently in 
Nandi, a village just outside Delhi. Harijans had 
arbitrarily been evicted from 92 acres of common 
land, but when they began to plough die land Mrs. 
Gandhi's government was obliged to admit their 
title. 

Sexual exploitation is one of the commonest 
forms of oppression, but truculent Harijans are fre- 
quently beaten up or murdered. Another Bihari 
landlord, who was killed last year, was known to 
whip his serfs. In Tamil Nadu recently a Harijan lad 
who owed money to his boss was tied to a tree and 
left to bake in the sun. — (OFNS) 



Japan’s dropout kids

TOKYO - 

Every Sunday they parade the streets of the chic, 
boutique-crammed Tokyo suburb of Harajuku. 

The boys with exaggerated quiffs, drainpipe 
trousers and leather jackets. The girls in shocking 
pink ankle socks, cheap garishly-colored .dresses, 
red, frizzed and dyed hair. 

They line the main street and pedestrian brigade 
in groups segregated according to gang loyalty. But 
if they are waiting for something to happen, it rarely 
does — apart from the occasional gang dispute over 
girls and territory. 

Older Japanese walk past, shake their heads and 
wonder what their country has done to deserve this 
latest manifestation of this younger generation. 

It’s the girls who are the most baffling. Aged 
around 13 and ^.they’ve already got the bard eyes 
and heavy make-up of bar hostesses and street girls. 

Their appearance at this time of year is particu- 
larly poignant For throughout Tokyo — and, 
indeed, the nation — tens of thousands of their 
slightly older sisters and brothers are sweating it out 
in the life-or-dcath educational straggle nicknamed 
“examination heir. 

The intense competition for entrance to the best 
schools, die only route to a good job and economic 


security, only seems to get worse. Faced with the 
high failure rate, many Japanese children these days 


don't even think it is worth making the effort. 

They protest in many different ways: suicide 
(Japan has one of the world's highest rates for chil- 
dren from the age of six up), juvenile delinquency 
(at a postwar high, with record rates for prostitu- 
tion, drag offenses, violence and theft) or merely 
challenging Japan’s conservative, straitlaced work- 
aholic image. 

As a means of expressing disdain or frustration 
with the sterile, boring education system, the gang is 
the main instrument; whether the group is brought 
together by a love of fast motorbikes, drags, 
alcohol, sex or simply dressing up in outrageous 
clothes. The leather-jacketed bikies and their 
bleached, over-made-up 13- year-old molls, are 
relatively harmless. But, as (me noted newspaper 
columnist put it recently: “Incredible things happen 
nowadays.’’ 

Here are some recent examples: 

* An 11-year-old boy strangled the 70-year-old 
proprietress of a sweet shop while robbing it 

* A 13- year-old boy attempted to kill his mother 
because she occasionally disciplined him. Police 
were shocked when the boy, who had ambitions to

They are merely 
seeking to protect themselves through violence 
against what they perceive as a danger — strong 
parental discipline, exams they know they cannot 
pass and so on. They are frustrated and strike out I? 
blind anger with little regard for the consequence 
There is a vague feeling that sodety is somefiMr 
against them. 

The same goes for the rising tide of general viol-, 
ence. A middle school on the outskirts of Tokyo 
recently asked for police help in stopping a gang of 
delinquents who had attacked teachers, smoked in 
class, sniffed glue, stolen cars and generally created 
havoc. 

It was only last year that classroom violence came 
out into the open. Schools apparently had suppres- 
sed a growing number of attacks on teachers and 
students for fear of rui ning the establishment’s good 
name. But the revelations at one schoo 1 published __ 


in a Tokyo newspaper produced a flood of “m&-j 
too" letters from teachers. "rj 


A recent report by the Teachers Union (Nik- * 
kyoso) said that youngsters from kindergarten to ' 
high school today were “lethargic, irresponsible, 
apathetic and bad- mannered. 1 ' 

The character of young people was badly dis- 
torted, the report added. They were so lethargic 
they couldn' t play at all and were reluctant to tackle 
anything new and different. 

A teacher at a Nikkyoso seminar reviewing this 
report noted an increase in the number of young- 
sters who remained silent: not laughing, not crying, 
not becoming angry. 

“They have become characterless robots, relying \; 
on instructions from their parents for their 
behavior.” 

Hie union found this pattern of behavior coin- 
dded with a detectable deterioration in academic 
grades. ;■ 

Many factors are being cited: the dominating, - 
bad influence of television, the disintegration of the 
traditional family system, more working mothers 
and the excessive demands of a highly competitive 
education system.— (OFNS)

This he has sought to redress in his book. 
Right from the start be sets the tone by a 
description of a Palestinian village camp in 
Lebanon. Words lull the reader into a false 
scene of a poor but attractive village. But the 
scene is soon shattered by glimpses of fierce 
young men carrying arms, vehicles mounted 
with guns, and gaping building where shells 
have recently tom lives apart. 

The history of the Palestinians fate is alj 
here right from the Balfour Declaration in 
T9I7. But it is interspersed with individual 
memories of how events affected various 
people. 

Many of the refugees living in camps in 
Lebanon were peasants owning small pieces 
of land in Galilee. One old man recalls: “I 
come from a place which is mentioned in the 
Bible, near Nazareth in Galilee. There I had 
an orchard where I grew vegetables and 
apples and lemons.” 

Another tells how he added two rooms and 
a kitchen to bis bouse when he got married.

The 
Palestinians are obsessed by education, 
rightly believing that it is one way to get out of 
the camps. Many countries in the Middle East 
rely on educated Palestinians to help them 
with their owd development 
- Abu Jihad is a typical example of the ones 
who got away. His father was a grocer in 
Palestine. When the Israelis came to their 
town, Abu Jihad and all bis family were in the 
Cathedral. Ail the townsfolkstill on the street 
were shot dead. Those in the Cathedral were 
made to leave the town without any of their 
possessions. 

Abu Jihad's family ended up in Gaza, The 
father managed to rent one room for his fam- 
ily of eleven. They were some of the lucky 
ones. Abu Jihad did well at his studies and 
went to Cairo University. Later he conaeved 
the idea of a resistance movement and. with 
Yasser Arafat and Salah Khalaf, formed the 
A1 Fatah. 

It was incidents like this one in Abu Jihad’s 
town, plus rumours put out by the Israelis of 
cholera and typhus epidemics, that panicked 
the Arabs into leaving their homes. Hun- 
dreds of thousands were eventually housed in 
camps in Lebanon, the Gaza Strip, and on the 
banks of the Jordan. 

The photograph on the covershows a scene 
familiar to very many families. The author 
was assured everywhere that the young are 
determined to return to their homeland even 
though they have never seen it. The old keep 
the stories and traditions alive. Artists paint 
pictures of Palestine and poets write poetry 
about the return. 

Perhaps the desperation to return is best 
revealed by the existence of a children’s 
militia — the Ashbel. Children erf four watch 
the training and, as soon as they are consi- 
dered ready, they begin drilling. By eight they 
are expert with fire-arms. By fourteen they 
can join the commandoes. 

Dimbleby is anxious to point out that the 
Palestinians are not terrorists, however. 
Palestinians themselves hate the word. They 
feel it is very unjust of the Western world to 
condone aggression by the Israelis but call the 
Palestinians terrorists for doing less.' 

Dimbleby describes Arafat at an informal 
meeting of the Fatah, “unprepossessingly 
paunchy, squashed uncomfortably into an 
OF fitting uniform, almost comical, certainly 
unglamorous. It seems strange that this is the 
leader of the Palestinian revolution, who is a 
hero to millions of people in the Arab world. 
Where is the charisma?” 

Bat the question is answered as soon as he 
begins to speak. His audience is entranced 
throughout. 

Arafafs brother is involed in another area. 
He is a doctor and chairman of the Palesti- 
nian Red Crescent. He is in the part of die 
PLO that is never heard about in the West 

The author finds that the PLO is not only 
concerned with training soldiers. It runs hos- 
pitals, schools, orphanages, factories, radio 
stations, and sends good students on scholar- 
ship to study abroad. It is the provisional 
government of tire Palestinians. 

This book could well. have tinned into a 
propaganda whine. But it has not. It is an 
extremely readable , informative and interest- 
ing account of and from the Palestinian peo- 
ple.

Walking on their own 


TAIPEI — Chang Chung- jen and Chang 
Chung-yi, the Siamese twins separated in an 
operation last September, will leave the 
Taiwan University Hospital in mid-April. 
They will go to the Lutheran House, a Christ- 
ian orphanage, in suburban Tiemnou. 

A team of doctors, made up of a su rgeon. a 
rehabilitation expert, a psychiatrist, and a 
social worker, is expected to call at the Luthe- 
ran House this month to work out the details. 

Dr. Lien Yi-nan. chief of the Rehabilita- 
tion Department, is confident of their recov- 
ery. “They should be able to walk out on their 


own.” be said. 

Chang Chung- jen and Chang Chung-yi 
were born in December 1976. They were 
joined at the ischium, and has three legs. A 
team of doctors separated the twins in a 
12-hour operation last Sept. II at the 
National Taiwan University Hospital. In the 
process, one leg which was shorter than the 
other two, was removed. The skin was u^ed to 
patch up other parts of the twins bodies. 

On March 4, the twins each got an artificial 
leg and they began to learn walking with an 
aid. 


The twins are each ficted with an artificial 
bladder, which has to be cleaned once every 
two days. Dr. Hung Chi-jen. who headed the 
surgery team, said Taiwan University Hospi- 
tal doctors will train nurses at the Lutheran 
House to perform the job. But the twins will 
have to return to the Taiwan University Hos- 
pital once every week. 

Miss Un Yuch-chun. chief of the Social 
service Department, said the hospital has 
received $ 60,555.50 in donations from 
well-wishers for the twins. The operation and 
their stay in the hospital were free.

There is widespread speculation in New 
Delhi, India's hotly politicized capital, 
that Sanjay might be. tapped as a cabinet 
minister this su mm er following important 
state elections. 

Prominent officials like Home Minister 
Zail Singh, who is responsible for police 


and internal security, openly court one 
favor of Mrs. Gandhi's powerful son. 

"Sanjay is my patron.” Singh acknow- 
ledged recently in an interview with an 
Indian magazine. “.Even when he was not 
a member of Parliament, I was impressed 
by his qualities of leadership 

Critics claim he helped mastermind the 
toppling of nine freely-elected state gov- 
ernments. 

“He has constituted himself as an 
extra- constitutional authority" charged 
Banarsi Das, the ousted chief minister of 
the sprawling Uttar Pradesh state. 

Rarely free of controversy. Sanjay. the 
sdon of what detractors call the “Nehru 
dynasty” rarely meets journalists. He 
said: ‘Tin sorry but I don’t give press 
interviews at afl." 

He first made newspaper headlines in 
the early 1970’s when he -was granted a 
normally difficult to obtain license to 
manufacture small automobiles, his only 
previous automotive experience was dur- 
ing an unfinished stint as a trainee at Bri- 
tain's Rolls Royce firm.

Marcos added that the alleged plot was 
initially kept from the Chilean embassy 
because “the problem, too, washow we could 
determine who were in on the plot, and to do 
this it was important not to bum the infor 
mers or informants. So we kept it quiet." 

He gave no details of how the plot was to be' 
carried out but said those members of the 
presidential security unit allegedly involved 
have been arrested. Also arrested were 
“some others,” who Marcos said were “not 
guards." He did not say, however, if the 
others arrested were foreign terrorists. 

A published report a few days ago quoted 
high government officials as saying that eight 
foreign terrorists, inducting some Japanese, 
were arrested Sunday.

RIO DE JANEIRO. March 29 (R) — 
Swimmer Joao Miranda beat off a shark 
attack 200 metera off Rio's Copacabana 
Beach by kicking the creature in the eye, 
lifeguards said Friday. 

Miranda, a 21-year-old student, was tre- 
ated in hospital for minor bites to his leg, they 
said. 

Shark sightings are rare in Rio waters. The 
liast recorded fatal attack was 40 years ago 
when a man died aftera shack bit of. his leg.

MELBOURNE, Australia, March 29 
(AP) — Seventy-one survivors of a fire 
aboard the Lebanese livestock carrier Farid 
Fares were headed for Hobart, Tasmania, 
Friday after being rescued from their ship 
320 kilometers south of Australia. One 
crewman was believed lolled in the fire. 

The crew of the Farid Fares was picked up 
by the Polish research ship Denebola. There 
was controversy, meanwhile, over a giant 
British bulk carrier accused of refusing to aid 
in the rescue. 

Royal Australian Air Force.crewmen from 
two Orion search and rescue planes landed in 
Adelaide and claimed the 57,000 ton bulk 
carrier Iron Sommersby ignored their 
demands for aid for more than four hours. 

Flight Lieutenant Greg Millin er said the 
Orions dropped detonators alongside the 
Newcastle-registered Iron Sununersby in a 
final desperate bid to divert it to the aid of the 
Farid Pores'. ‘ 

He said the Orions tried unsuccessfully for 
more than four hours to make contact with 
the Iron Sommersby, which was steaming 
away from the scene, with repeated radio 
calls, low level swoops and flares. 

Milliner, the captain of the first aircraft to 
reach the blazing ship, carrying 40,000 live 
sheep, said the Orion located the /ran Som - 
mersby by radar about 1 8 nautical miles from 
where the 71 survivors were waiting to be 
rescued. 

The flier estimated the huge bulk carrier 
was one hour steaming time from the stricken 
Farid Fares. 

After repeated attempts to raise the Iron 


Sommersby failed, a series of small explosions 
set off in sonar buoys dropped alongside the 
vessel brought an acknowledgement, and the 
Iron Sommersby backtracked to reach the 
rescue area about noon Friday, the pilot said. 

It later resumed its course after standing 
by, but not assisting in the rescue. 

A spokesman for the Iron Sununersby here 
said there was no truth to the reports the ship 
had failed to respond toa rescue call. He said 
an automatic radio alarm on board the Iron 
Sommersby had failed to operate “earlier in 
the day.’ 

Paris authorities 
detain extremists 

PARIS, March 29 (R) — Police Saturday 
questioned about 30 suspected left-wing 
extremists seized in dawn raids which yielded 
large quantities of weapons and explosives 
Friday. 

A police spokesman said some 20 men and 
10 women were arrested on suspicion of 
being associated with the extremist “Dire 
Action” group. 

The group has claimed responsibility for 
several attacks against government offices 
and is believed to have carried out a number 
of armed robberies to finance its activities. 

Police sources said at least two of those 
detained were being questioned about poss- 
ible connections with the Red Brigades guer- 
rilla group in Italy. 

The sources said that foreigners were 
among those being held.

Carter promises a lean fiscal year 
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WASHINGTON, March 29 (R) - Presi- 
dent Carter has attacked Mobil Oil Corpora- 
tion for alleged overcharging and called for 
price restraint and sharp anti-inflation cuts in 
government spending. 

Carter, who will announce $16 billion in 
budget cuts ou Monday, also lashed out at 
election year “demagoguery,” an apparent 
reference to Senator Edward Kennedy, his 
main challenger for the democratic nomina- 
tion. 

The president, who has frequently crossed 
swords with Mobil, said the corporation 
overcharged its customers by more than $45 
million last year and refused a government 
request for corrective action . 

“I am disappointed," he said in an address 
to the National Conference of State Legisla- 
tures. 

Carter praised other companies for their 
willingness to correct overcharging or to cut 
their prices voluntarily. 

His accolades went to Sears, Roebuck and 
Company, the Warner-Lambert drug firm, 
Farberge Cosmetics, the Aluminium Com- 
pany of America, the Graybar Electric Com- 
pany and the Scott Paper Company. 

Mobil later issued a statement saying that 
Carter's charges against it were politically 
motivated.

Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus unveiled a 
plan which boosts the number of scheduled 
sales from 30 to 36 and includes several areas 
that environ mentalisis had argued should be 
left out 

Andrus said he believed the revised leasing 
program covering from June 1 980 through 

May 1985 represents "a careful balancing" of 
environmental concerns and "the nation's 
domestic sources of oil and gas.” 

The areas of most controversy mvolved 


tracts off Alaska where leasing is not now 
permitted, and a tract off northern Califor- 
nia. 

The National Resources Defense Council 
had sought to have the Alaskan sales in the 
Navarin Basin, St. George Basin, North 
Aleutian shelf and Chukchi Sea deleted from 
the schedule. 

They argued that leasing on the North 
Aleutian Shelf should not be permitted at all 
because it contains the world" s largest salmon 
fkhipg grounds. 

They also argued that the other leases 
should be delayed until after 1 985 since the 
technology to contain oil spills in sea ice is not 
now available.

He disclosed that die government was 
1 no icing into the record of price compliance byj 
a number of other oil companies, which he 
did not name. 

Carter's main theme was the anti-inflation 
program he announced on March 14. calling 
for elimination of a projected $16 billion 
budget deficit for the 1981 financial year 
beginning on OcL I . 

The program also tightened consumer cre- 
dit aod imposed a tax of $4.62 a barrel on 
imported oQ, raising the retail price of 
gasoline by 10 cents a gallon. 

Noting that inflation was running at an 
annual rate of 18 per cent, Carter declared: 
"Inflation is nothing less than an 18 per cent 
tax on being alive, and that is a tax I am 
determined to cut” 

The president warned that die consumer 
price index would continue to register large 
increases in the cost of energy and housing 
for the next several months. 

He said that while his budget cuts in many 
social programs would be painful, the coun- 
try’s military strength would be preserved 
and poor Americans protected against abrupt 
dislocations and lasses in essential services.

Soviets to curb grain guzzlers 

MOSCOW, March 29 (R) — The Soviet poor production of other feedstuffs. 


Union Friday announced a package of short- 
term measures to save grain by boosting out- 
put of other types of animal fodder. 

The announcement, printed mPravda, said 
extra cars and motorcycles would be sold this 
year to farm workers who were especially 
successful in producing more fodder. 

Fodder is more than usually short this year 
because of a bad harvest in 1979 and an 
American ban on exports. 

A Co mmunis t Party and government 
decree said it was intolerable that so much 
grain was being used for fodder because of 


The announcement Saturday ordered the 
creation of reserve stocks of fodder, the irrig- 
ation of $1 million hectares of dry land for 
fodder raising, production of 1,000 kilomet- 
ers of new aluminum tubing for irrigation, 
provision of more bags ami other supplies for 
fodder gathering, bonuses for successful fod- 
der production workers and reduced rates for 
rail transport of fodder from OcL 1 of this 
year to May 1 of next year. 

In March, a senior Soviet agricultural offi- 
cial said the Soviet Union was trying to raise 
grain production as well for animal feed. 


Abu Dhabi strikes new reserves 


ABU DHABI. March 29 (R) — New 
crude oil reserves of about one billion barrels 
have been found in Abu Dhabi. 

The Abu Dhabi company for Onshore 
Operations (ADCO) made the discovery last 
year in its onshore concession areas, the offi- 
cial news agency WAM said Friday, quoting 
the company’s annual report. 

There are four fields operating in the area 
and their combined production last year 


totaled 310 million barrels, compared with 
309 million barrels in the previous year. 

■ The discovery was made in the Bn Hasa 
and Sahil fields, and deep testing in Bab field 
also indicated the presence of natural gas. 
WAM gave no estimates of the gas reserves. 

ADCO said it planned to raise the number 
of oil drilling rigs from six to 16 for expanded 
explorations this year.

Wall Street 
jarred by 
silver shock 

NEW YORK, March 29 (AP) - After the 
events of the past few days, some Wall 
Streeters wince at the word “s&vef . 

But it will be some time before the last is 
heard of the silver crisis that rocked the stock 
and commodity markets, the wealthy Hum 
family of Dallas and the Wall Street firm of 
Bache Group this past week. 

The biggest jolt came Thursday afternoon 
amid forced selling of huge amounts of silver 
the Hunts had bought forward, financing 
their purchases in part with loans from Bache 
and other brokerage firms. It rose from$ 6 an 
ounce a year ago to about $ 50 by January, 
but prices went into a decline, apparently 
puffing the Hunts in a bind. Not only were 
their profits rapidly disappearing, but die 
silver they own was losing its value as a collat- 
eral. 

At the middle of this past week, Bache said 
it issued margin calls to the Hunts requesting 
more thanS 100 million. When the Hants did 
not respond immediately, Bache began sel- 
ling silver to cover the debt. 

'The selling accelerated the decline in the 
silver price, driving it down to $ 10*0 on 
Thursday from S 15.80 the day before in New 
York. 

The stock market also nosedived briefly to 
its lowest level in five years, but quickly 
rebounded on Thursday and continued to 
rally sharply on Friday. 

For the week, however, the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials still posted its 
seventh straight weekly loss with a net decline 
of 7.50 at 777.65. 

The American Stock Exchange market 
value index tumbled 23.89 to 228.89. 

Though the markets steadied on Friday, it 
was still an anxious day in the fin ancial com- 
munity. 

Harold Williams, chairman of the Sec- 
urities and Exchange Commission, vas 
among the financial leaders and regulators on 
hand to oversee efforts to untangle Bache 
from the silver squeeze. *

Defense is generally passive 
or active. In some hands, the 
best plan is to simply stand 
pat and do nothing at all that 
might give declarer a trick he 
is not entitled to. This is called 
passive defense. 

In other hands, you can’t 
afford to sit stilL You must 
adopt an active form of 
defense. Sometimes your 
activity will offer voy little 
promise, but you must attack 
anyhow, because you see that 
playing possum will hand 
declarer the contract 

Let’s say you're West, 
defending against three 


Dotrump. You lead a heart to 
East's jack, which declarer 
dudes, and East then plays the 
queen, which South docks 
again. 

At tills point you should take 
the queen with the king, not 
simply because you have the 
K-10-9 and can afford to, but 
because it would be futile to 
allow partner to win and play 
still another heart You know 
you have no entry card for the 
hearts and that it can't help 
your side to play a third round 
of hearts to force out the ace. 
You would be beating a dead 
hone in that case. 

Instead, you lead the jack of 
spades at trie* three. This 
play cant do any harm and 
might do some good. True, 
your partner is unlikely to 
have the queen, considering 
South's notrump bid, but it is 
possible. At any rate, a spade 
shift offers more promise than 
a heart continuation. 

As it happens, you hit pay 
dirt Declarer wins and plays 
the A-K of dubs, hoping the 
queen will fall. When it 
doesn't, be leads another dub. 
East wins with the queen and 
returns a low spade to 
eventually put the contract 
down two. 

But with a thoughtless heart 
continuation by West at trick 
three, South would make three 
notrump.

The doctors said that “no significant 
changes” had been marked in Tito's heart, 
kidney or bleeding ailments. They said their 
intensive measures were continuing. 

The president has been suffering from the 
pneumonia since at least Feb. 23. He has . 
been kept alive by an. artificial kidney for five 
weeks besides battling heart weakness, the 
high fever and periodic infieual bleeding. 

Pneumonia is a common modc.of death for 
patiej?B suffemg froniJieart and kidney fail-: 
ure. Medical source* not involved m Tito’s ' 
treatment say that even if be beats oaetype of- 
infection, he wfll only succumb to an othex_ 
because of his weak condition. ;
